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Police lay dozens of charges 
linked to alleged street gang 


Abbottsfield and 
Beverly, loosely 
organized’ group

Six people have been charged 
for their alleged involvement 
in a street gang that Edmon¬ 
ton police say is connected 
with “random acts of vio¬ 
lence” and drug trafficking in 
the city’s northeast. 

Pohce said they were able 
to crack down on the “loosely 
organized street gang” that has 
been active for six years after 
several tips from residents in 
Abbottsfield and Beverly. 

“This street gang was re¬ 
sponsible for a large amount 
of crime ... We were dealing 
with lots of personal robber¬ 
ies, lots of assaults,” said Con¬ 
st. Bryan Macaulay. 

Macaulay said in recent 
years, the gang, which con¬ 
sists of a core group of five to 
12 individuals and an estimat¬ 
ed 15 to 20 other associates, 
has become better organized

and their crimes have escal¬ 
ated. 

“Although they’ve been 
around for awhile, their so¬ 
phistication is getting a little 
higher,” he said. 

Macaulay said co-operation 
from the community spurred 
an investigation, which led to 
65 charges. 

“We thought it was very 
important that we (deal) with 
this group before they got any 
bigger, got any more organ¬ 
ized,” he said. 

On Oct. 24, pohce searched 
a home near 57 Street and 135 
Avenue and located cocaine, 
money and drug-trafficking 
paraphernalia. 


The Alberta Court of Appeal has 
denied the McCauley commun¬ 
ity a request to stop a proposed 
42-imit apartment complex for 
the homeless and addicted. 

The 75 per cent-built pro¬ 
ject, Ambrose Place, will now 
be able to finish construction 
and open its doors next spring. 
The Appeal Court stopped the 
same development earlier this 
year, finding fault with the pro¬ 
cess the city had taken. The city 
then restarted the process in a 
manner approved by the court. 

Faye Dewar, president of Ni- 
ginan Housing Ventures — the 


group behind the proposal — 
said she was reheved with the 
decision because the people 
the building wiU serve need 
the help. 

“Our individuals are not fit¬ 
ting into other places ... they 
are uncomfortable going into a 
regular apartment.” 

In his decision declining 
to hear the case. Justice Jean 
Cote ruled the Appeal Court 
could only debate legal ques¬ 
tions, and not the merits of 
the proposal. 

“I have much doubt that 
any disagreement here is a 


question of law or jurisdiction 
alone, and so the Court of Ap¬ 
peal has no jurisdiction over 
the disputed points.” 

Meredith Porter, secretary 
for the community league, said 
they are disappointed, but will 
now focus on a city council de¬ 
bate set for Wednesday, on a 
moratorium on social housing 
in McCauley. 

“It is not fair and it needs 
to stop and the rest of the city 
and other citizens of Edmon¬ 
ton need to take responsibil¬ 
ity,” said Porter.

Brenda Gonzalez still remem¬ 
bers the first time she saw snow. 

“It was beautiful for me be¬ 
cause it was new,” she said. 

After moving from Mexico 
to Edmonton nearly five years 
ago, Gonzalez had to adjust to 
much cooler temperatures and 
plenty of the white stuff. 

As snow fell on Tuesday, 
Gonzalez and her threeyear- 
old daughter Vanessa bundled 
up and enjoyed a guided nature 
walk, alongside otiier newcom¬ 
ers, through Kinnaird Ravine. 

The event was held to 
laimch the Urban BioKit, a re¬ 
source for newcomers, created 
by the City of Edmonton. 

The workbook aims to 
introduce Edmontonians, and 
new Canadians in particular, to 
nature, said Angela Hobson, an 
ecological planner with the Of¬ 


fice of Biodiversity at the City of 
Edmonton. 

“It’s just giving people some 
support in getting out and ex¬ 
ploring natural areas and learn¬ 
ing what plants and wildlife we 
have here,” she said. 

The workbook includes 
photographs, information and 
hands-on activities that families 
can do to explore natural areas.

“Participants routinely 
suggested that the set of im¬ 
ages should be more repre¬ 
sentative of Canada, with 
emphasis on including more 
women and better reflecting 
Canada’s multicultural char¬ 
acter and heritage,” says the 
report by Phoenix Strategic 
Perspectives Inc. 

Younger participants also 
said there were too few im¬ 
ages of contemporary Can¬ 
ada.

Federal corrections officers 
who assessed a violent serial 
killer before transferring him 
to a medium-security prison 
believed the convict was re¬ 
pentant, a B.C. coroner’s in¬ 
quest heard Tuesday. 

But just two months after 
the transfer, Michael McCray 
confessed to killing his cell¬ 
mate — a seventh murder. 

An assistant warden at 
Mountain Institute in Agas¬ 
siz, B.C., described to the cor¬ 
oner’s jury the rationale for 
moving McCray. 

“He indicated he was com¬ 


mitted to his correctional 
plan ... he was performing 
very well,” Brenda Lamm told 
the inquest. “I believe he was 
making a sincere effort.” 

McCray confessed to po¬ 
lice he tied up 33-year-old Jer¬ 
emy Phillips with bedsheets 
and stuffed a sock in the will¬ 
ing man’s mouth as part of 


an elaborate hostage-taking 
ruse. McCray admitted he 
turned on Phillips to gratify 
his own murderous urges. 

And he promised to stack 
up more bodies before he 
dies. 

The inquest is looking into 
the safety of inmates.

The death toll for what 
was supposed to be a 
four-day ceasefire ending 
Monday exceeded 500.

Dutch pot 
pass plan 
blown into 
the weeds 

The incoming Dutch govern¬ 
ment has ditched plans for 
a national “weed pass” that 
would have been available 
only to residents and that 
would have effectively banned 
tourists from Amsterdam’s 
marijuana cafes. 

However, under a provision¬ 
al governing pact imveiled this 
week, cities can bar foreign¬ 
ers from weed shops if they 
choose. 

The pact says that it wants 
only Dutch residents to have 
access to marijuana cafes, but 
leaves enforcement up to cit¬ 
ies. Amsterdam opposes a ban, 
which would hurt tourism. 

Some cafe owners said 
Tuesday that they are satisfied 
Dutch marijuana policy will re¬ 
main imchanged, while others 
criticized the lack of clarity. 

Marijuana trafiicking 
is technically illegal in the 
Netherlands, but people can’t 
be prosecuted for possession of 
small amoimts and the drug is 
sold openly in designated "cof¬ 
fee shops.”

Work on the Apple 
founder's 78-metre 
luxury vessel finally 
completed just over 
a year after his death 


The sleek, white superyacht 
ghstens imder a grey autumnal 
sky, a posthumous testament 
to the design esthetic of Steve 
Jobs. 

Just over a year after the 
Apple founder died, the luxury 
motoiyacht he commissioned 
and helped French product 
designer Philippe Starck make 
has finally shpped into an an- 
on 3 mious Dutch backwater. 

Looking hke a floating 
Apple store, it bears all the 
hallmarks of a new Jobs-in¬ 
spired creation — crisp white 
lines, pohshed metal, glass. 
And secrecy. 

Late Tuesday, shipbuilder 
Feadship announced it had 
launched the “78.2-metre 
all-aluminum, full custom 
motoiyacht Venus” at its yard 
in Aalsmeer, just south of Am¬ 


sterdam, on Sunday. 

The supeiyacht has a long 
white hull with a row of cir¬ 
cular portholes just above the 
water line and two glass-walled 
cabins on the top deck, one on 
top of the other. 

Starck said Jobs asked him 
to design a boat in 2007 and ap¬ 
proved his design at only their 
second meeting to discuss the 
project. 

“The project never changed 
during the process of five 


years dedicated to a rigorous 
work on details, driven by the 
famous eye and genius of Steve 
Jobs,” the statement issued by 
Starck’s design house said. 

Walter Isaacson described 
plans and models of the yacht 
in his biography of Jobs, who 
died, aged 56, on Oct. 5 last 
year. 

“As expected, the planned 
yacht was sleek and minimal¬ 
ist. The teak decks were per¬ 
fectly flat and unblemished by 


any accoutrements. 

Isaacson wrote that Jobs, 
who long battled pancreatic 
cancer, was conscious of the 
fact that he may never see the 
finished yacht, but wanted it 
completed an37way. 

“I know that it’s possible I 
will die and leave Laurene with 
a half built boat,” he said, refer¬ 
ring to his wife. “But I have to 
keep going on it. If I don’t, it’s 
an admission that I’m about to 

die.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

With Americans watching 
closely, political experts say 
U.S. President Barack Obama 
must appear presidential, au¬ 
thoritative, non-political and 
in command of the Super¬ 
storm Sandy relief efforts. 

Republican presidential 
candidate Mitt Romney, on 
the other hand, has to temper 
his criticism of the president, 
avoid the appearance he’s try¬ 
ing to score political points 
and ease up on high-profile 
campaigning. 

The White House an- 
noimced on Tuesday that 
Obama would suspend his 
campaign for a third day on 
Wednesday, and instead travel 
to New Jersey to survey the 
devastation with Gov. Chris 
Christie — a top Ronrney surro¬ 
gate who nonetheless heaped 
praise upon the president ear¬ 
lier in the day. 

Romney, meanwhile — 
after sa 3 dng a day earlier he 


was suspending his campaign 
to focus on helping the vic¬ 
tims in Sandy’s path — was 
back out on the trail the day 
after the storm wreaked its 
worst havoc. He held an event 
in a critical swing state that 
wasn’t particularly punished 
by Sandy: Ohio. 

Romney was dogged with 
questions from the reporters 
covering his campaign about 
whether he’d abohsh the Fed¬ 
eral Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA), which he sug¬ 
gested he’d do during a pri- 
maiy-season debate last year. 
The appearance had many of 
the outward signs of a cam¬ 
paign event, although support¬ 
ers were asked to bring non- 
perishable food and supphes 
for Sandy victims. 

One analyst said Obama ap¬ 
peared to be winning the per¬ 
ception game. 

“Obama has more of an 
opportunity here than Rom¬ 
ney, simply because he’s the 
president and he can order 
FEMA around, he can issue 
executive orders,” William 
Benoit, a professor of com- 
mimications studies at Ohio 
University, said Tuesday.

The most destructive storm in 
decades to hit the most densely 
populated U.S. region cut off 
modem communication and 
left millions without power 
Tuesday, as thousands who fled 
their waterlogged homes won¬ 
dered when — if — life would 
return to normal. 

A weakening Sandy, the 
hurricane turned fearsome 
superstorm, killed at least 50 


people during its path through 
the U.S., many hit by falling 
trees, and still wasn’t finished. 
It inched inland across Penn¬ 
sylvania, ready to bank toward 
western New York state to 
dump more of its water and 
likely cause more havoc Tues¬ 
day night. 

“Nature,” said New York 
City Mayor Michael Bloomb¬ 
erg, assessing the damage to 
his city, “is an awful lot more 
powerful than we are.” 

More than 8.2 million 
households were without 
power in 17 states as far west 
as Michigan. 

One of the most dramatic 
tales came from lower Man¬ 
hattan, where a failed backup 
generator forced New York 
University’s Tisch Hospital to 


relocate more than 200 pa¬ 
tients, including 20 babies 
from neonatal intensive care. 
Dozens of ambulances lined up 
in the rainy night and the tiny 
patients were gingerly moved 
out, some attached to battery- 
powered respirators as gusts of 
wind blew their blankets. 

What damage could be seen 
on the coastline Tuesday was, 
in some locations, staggering. 
“Unthinkable,” New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie said of what un¬ 
folded along the Jersey Shore, 
where houses were swept from 
their foimdations and amuse¬ 
ment park rides were washed 
into the ocean. 

“It is beyond an 3 ^hing I 
thought I’d ever see. It is a dev¬ 
astating sight right now.”

President’s Choice tweeted 
again about an hour later to say 
it was Sony. 

“We sincerely apologize for 
the insensitive tweet,” the com¬ 
pany wrote. “We understand

The tax would affect 
local brews and the 30 per 
cent of imported beer the 
French drink. The change 
means the price of a beer 
will increase by about 20 per 
cent in bars and supermar¬ 
kets, said Jacqueline Lariven, 
spokeswoman for the French 
brewer’s federation Brasseurs 
de France.

bies. Not even Cupid with a 
quiver full of arrows can keep 
this town safe. 

Jack Brooks: Monster Slay¬ 
er, an Ottawa-shot chiller, has 
cult hit written all over it.

and Demons, it has all the 
earmarks of a midnight movie 
in the making — humour, a 
tormented anti-hero, crazy 
creatures, gallons of guts and 
goo crowned by an over-the- 
top performance from horror 
legend Robert “Freddy Krue¬ 
ger” Englund.

Wars and video games seem to 
go together like peanut butter 
and jelly. But those games usu¬ 
ally involve tanks and machine- 
guns and Tet offensives; not 
horses, bayonets and Bunker 
Hill. 

Now, though, one of the 
biggest game releases of the 
upcoming holiday season is im¬ 
mersing players in the Revolu- 
tionaiy War. 

Assassin’s Creed HI is due 
for release Tuesday, immersing 
players in Colonial America and 
the Revolutionaiy War. 

In some ways, the game is 
meticulous with historical ac¬ 
curacy. Great attention was paid 
to research to recreate the cities 
of New York and Boston on a 
one-third scale. History profes¬ 
sors were brought in as consult¬ 
ants. 

In other ways, the game 
takes liberties with history. It in¬ 
tegrates the Revolutionary War 
into the overarching story of As- 
sassin’s Creed, in which the se¬ 
cret society of the Knights Tem¬ 
plar fills the role as the game’s 
overarching villain. 

Game creators were reluc¬ 
tant to reveal too many details 
in advance of the game’s release. 
Review copies were not avail¬ 
able in advance. 

The game’s creative director. 


Alex Hutchinson, said the ability 
to explore a historical era that 
has been largely left untouched 
by the gaming world was one of 
tire most exciting aspects of the 
project. 

As for Washington himself, 
Hutchinson said he wanted the 
game to portray the fact that for 
the man who would become the 
nation’s first president, it was 
far from certain that America 
would win the war. 

“He wasn’t sure he was go¬ 
ing to win,” Hutchinson said. 
“V^en you read their letters, 
they were very imcertain for 
much of their time” how the 
war would turn out. 

Francois Furstenberg, a his¬ 
tory professor at the University 
of Montreal, who has written 
about the iconography that sur- 
roimds Washington, served as a 
consultant and said he was inter¬ 
ested less in making sure names 
and dates were perfect, but 
more in the game’s overarching 
narrative. He said the game’s 
creators shared his desire to de¬ 
pict the war in a nuanced way 
that avoided portraying one side 
as the good guys and vice versa. 

“Anything that complicates 
the narrative is a good thing,” he 
said. “If anything, I think they 
were more interested in sort 
of a muckraking accoimt” of 
the revolution, something that 
agreed with Furstenberg. 

The game’s protagonist — 
Connor, half American Indian, 
Half British and not aligned 
with either side — served as a 
good vehicle for exploring the 
era in a way that avoids patriotic 


cliches, Hutchinson said. 

Even where it sought to be 
realistic, the game’s creators 
took a few hberties. Washing¬ 
ton, for instance, is first intro¬ 
duced as a young officer serv¬ 
ing imder Gener^ Braddock in 
the French and Indian war. The 
game makers took great care to 
show the youthful Washington 
accurately, as a redhead. Look¬ 
ing at the finished product, 
though, they felt they ought to 
add a touch of grey to Washing¬ 
ton’s hair, to more closely match 
the iconic image of Washington 
held by the public. 

“We did not know how odd 
it is to see a red-headed George 
Washington,” Hutchinson said.

Spielberg and Day-Lewis unite in Lincoln 


The task of encapsulating the 
essence of Abraham Lincoln in 
a single film took Steven Spiel¬ 
berg roughly three times as long 
as it took the 16th president to 
win the Civil War, abolish slav- 
eiy and put the coimtry on the 
course to recovery. 

Creating such a historical 
epic may not compare to the 
colossal task of saving a blood¬ 
ily divided nation. But by Holly¬ 
wood standards, lincoln is as 
monumental as it gets, even 
for a couple of multiple Acad¬ 
emy Award winners as Spiel¬ 
berg and the man he chose to 
play the president, Daniel Day- 
Lewis. 

Bom in Britain, Day-Lewis 
had to think about Lincoln not 
only as a towering historical fig¬ 
ure, but also as a foreign states¬ 
man whose portrayal would be 
a sensitive matter for US. audi¬ 
ences that revere the president. 

“Because of the nature of 
the iconography surroimd- 


ing his life and the extent to 
which he is m 3 ^ologized and 
carved in stone, it’s very diffi¬ 
cult to imagine that one could 
ever approach him, to get close 
enough,” Day-Lewis said in a re¬ 
cent interview alongside Spiel¬ 
berg. 

“I was very shy about the 
idea of taking on this. Plus, I 
like working here. I’ve been 
tremendously privileged in be¬ 
ing able to work in this coim¬ 
try over the years. The idea of 
desecrating the memoiy of 
the most-beloved president 
this coimtry has ever known 
was just kind of a fearful thing 
to me,” said Day-Lewis, who 
earned best-actor Oscars for 
My Left Foot and There Will Be 
Blood. 

Spielberg had long con¬ 
sidered a film about Lincoln. He 
did not want to tell the whole 
life story, from Lincoln’s rail- 
sphtting days as a youth to his 
assassination right after the

He also did not want to with grand battles or tell the 


story of a war through one 
man’s eyes. Spielberg already 
had done similar stories set in 
World War n with Schindler’s 
list, the Holocaust saga that 
won him best-picture and direc¬ 
tor Oscars, and Saving Private 
Ryan, the combat epic that 
brought him his second dir¬ 
ecting trophy. 

His approach began to co¬ 
alesce in 1999 when he met 
with historian Doris Kearns 
Goodwin, who was in the early 
stages of writing her mam¬ 
moth book Team of Rivals: The 
Political Genius of Abraham 
Lincoln, a detailed chronicle of 
the unlikely alliances Lincoln 
formed with political oppon¬ 
ents who initially considered 
him an unqualified upstart. 

Her book traced the careers 
of Lincoln and his three com¬ 
petitors for the 1860 Republic¬ 
an presidential nomination and 
followed his White House years 
during the war through Ms as-

All those 
things 1 cany on that stage. 
1 think it makes me a bet¬ 
ter performer and 1 think it 
makes it better for the crowd. 
I’m not going to lose that, re¬ 
gardless of the nominations.” 

In 18 months. Church’s 
relationship with the Music 
City machine that runs popu¬ 
lar country music has turned 
upside-down. 

Long an outsider, he’s 
been shunned for his hard- 
edge sound, lack of hits and 
even his choice of eyewear. 
There was a tip of the hat to 
his growing popularity last 
year when Church got to play 
part of his song Drink in My 
Hand during the CMAs. Drink 
went on to become Church’s 
first No. 1 and a year later 
he’s got a leading five nom¬ 
inations, including album and 
male vocalist of the year. He’s 
also got a primo performance 
slot on a show that will likely 
draw 16 million viewers when 
it airs live at 8 p.m. EDT on 
ABC. 

Church acknowledges he 
did everything wrong on his 
journey to this point. That’s 
what makes it all feel so right. 

Almost every decision ran 
hard against conventional 
Music City wisdom, yet since 
the release of Chief in 2011, 
the 35-year-old has done no 
wrong. 

That album debuted atop 
the Billboard 200 all-genre 
album chart and went plat¬ 
inum, scoring heavy sales 
for his back catalogue. He 
launched his first headlining 
arena tour. And the rise of 
Springsteen to the top of the 
charts further proved Church 
has overcome radio’s resist¬ 
ance, the largest hurdle to a 
widespread country audience. 

Church jokes about the 
decisions he’s made and says 
a lot of it was simple survival. 
But the North Carolina singer- 


songwriter and his manager, 
John Peets, knew the key to 
success early on. It was just 
a matter of waiting for every¬ 
one else to come around to 
their point of view. 

Peets said he heard it in 
early demos Church recorded 
while chasing a record deal. 

“A hght bulb went off,” 
Peets said. “I’m from a dirt 
road in Ohio and 1 was just 
like every guy that 1 grew up 
with would be, drinking beer 
to this. ... It just resonated 
very instantly with me.” From 
there, it was about honing “a 


fine point on a point of view.” 

That point of view was 
initially “off-centre,” Peets 
said, when it came to the way 
business was being done in 
Nashville. The mushy middle 
of country’s demographic has 
long been women over 30. 
Since that crowd didn’t seem 
interested. Church and Peets 
ignored it. 

They hired rock ‘n’ roll 
producer Jay Joyce to make 
sure the music was as hard 
as possible, feeding on an 
’80s rock vibe that resonated 
in Church’s youth. And he 


geared his live show to the 
people he saw staring back 
at him every night — young, 
often angry, men with beer 
bottles in hand and fists in 
the air. Church did interviews 
with magazines decidedly un¬ 
cool with country’s core, like 
Playboy, Penthouse and High 
Times, eschewing sure things 
like the morning talk-show 
circuit and heavy radio pro¬ 
motion. His crowd wasn’t up 
early and they weren’t listen¬ 
ing to the radio. 

“They weren’t somebody 
that were a very sought-after 


demographic, except for us 
— because, you know. I’m a 
guy,” Church said. “And we 
make guy music. That’s who 
we saw in these bars and these 
clubs, and they were seeking 
it out. And they were telhng 
people about it and they were 
spreading the word. And then 
it changed in the format. All I 
hear now is people going, ‘We 
want to improve our guy num¬ 
bers. We want to improve our 
25-to-34 male numbers,’ and 
all these things. We built it on 
that demographic’s back.”

This recipe yields about 3-1/2 cups (875 ml) of dip, dairygoodness.ca 


Roasted eggplant and pepper 
dip with black “bugs” is a grue- 
somely debcious dip that can 
be topped off with “tombstone” 
toast sbces. This baba-ganoush- 
inspired recipe reaches new lev¬ 
els of darkness with rich pom¬ 
egranate molasses, balanced by 
heady garbc, cumin, coriander 
and beU pepper. 

Garnished by insect- 
specks of black sesame or 
poppy seeds, it will have your 
guests crawling with excite¬ 
ment inspired from beyond 
the chip bowl. 

1. Preheat oven to 400 F (200 
C). 

2. Place eggplant directly on 
oven rack. Place whole pep¬ 
per, onion and garlic cloves in 
a small roasting pan and toss 
olive oil. Roast vegetables for 
45 minutes, tossing every 15 
minutes, imtil vegetables are 
charred and eggplant is deflat¬ 
ed (remove garbc and onions 
as they are roasted; they wib be 
ready before pepper). Remove 
eggplant from oven with tongs, 
place in roasting pan with other 
vegetables, and abow to cool. 


Ingredients 


• 1 large eggplant (1-1/2 
lbs/750 g), pricked all over 
with a fork 

• 1 sweet orange pepper 

• 1 onion, quartered 

• 4 large cloves garlic 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) olive oil 

• 1-1/2 tsp each (7 ml) cumin 
seeds, coriander seeds 

• 1-1/2 tsp (7 ml) nigella, black 
sesame or poppy seeds, 
divided 

• 1-1/2 tsp (7 ml) salt 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) freshly 
squeezed lemon juice 

• 1 cup (250 ml) thick plain 
yogurt (Greek) 

• 1-1/2 tsp (7 ml) pomegranate 
molasses 

• Flatbread, toasted pita or 
sliced naan to serve 


3. While vegetables are cool¬ 
ing, in a smab, dry sldbet, com¬ 
bine cumin, coriander and 1 
tsp (5 ml) of nigeba seeds. Cook 
over medium heat, shaking 
pan often for 2 minutes untb 
fragrant and seeds begin to pop. 
Transfer to mortar and pestle 
(alternatively use spice grinder 


or place in a bowl and crush 
with the back of spoon) and 
grind imtil seeds are crushed, 
but not perfectly smooth. 

4. When vegetables are cool 
enough to handle, cut egg¬ 


plant and scoop out flesh onto 
a cutting board. Peel, core and 
de-seed pepper and place flesh 
on board with onion and garbc 
cloves. Roughly chop every¬ 
thing together and scoop into 
a serving bowl. Stir in toasted 


seeds, salt, lemon juice, yogurt 
and pomegranate molasses. 
Serve immediately or cover and 
refrigerate for up to 2 days. Top 
with remaining rdgeba seeds 
arranging as bugs.

LeBron James got cramps, 
Ray Allen was snubbed and 
Dwyane Wade was steaming. 

None of that spoiled the 
Miami Heat mood on ring 
night. 

Wade scored 29 points, 
James finished with 26 points 
and 10 rebounds while mis¬ 
sing much of the second half 
because of cramps in both 
legs, and the reigning NBA 
champion Heat beat the Bos¬ 
ton Celtics 120-107 on Tuesday 
night in the season opener for 
both teams. 

There were actual fireworks 
before the game to close the 
ceremony where the Heat got 
their championship rings and 
raised their title banner. There 
also were plenty of figura¬ 
tive fireworks late, first with 
Boston almost digging out of 
a 19-point hole and, ^er the 
outcome was decided, Raj on 
Rondo flagrantly fouling Wade 
by wrapping his arms around 
his neck on a drive. 

In the end, though, the first 
Celtics-Heat matchup of this 
season was like the final one 
of last season — with Miami 
winning. 

“It was good to cap this 
night off with a win,” Heat 
coach Erik Spoelstra said. “It 
was an emotional time for all 
of us in our organization.” 

Even for the newcomers, 
like Allen. He scored 19 points 
— needing only seven field- 
goal attempts — in his first 
game with Miami since leav¬ 
ing Boston over the summer. 
Allen got chants from the Heat 
crowd, which is nothing new.

Playersget escrow 
before missing 
anotherpay period 

Locked-out NHL players 
had the pain of missing 
their first full pay period 
offset on Tuesday when 
they received last sea¬ 
son’s escrow cheque. 

Players were returned 
7.98 per cent of what 
they earned last year, 
plus interest, one day 
before their second 
paycheque of the 2012- 
13 season would have 
been due, according to a 
spokesman for the NHL 
Players’ Association. 

The escrow payments 
amount to about $80,000 
for every million dollars 
a player earned — before 
deductions. For example. 
New York Rangers 
forward Brad Richards 
grossed approximately 
$960,000 after being the 
league’s highest-paid 
player last season. 

Under the terms of 
the expired collective 
bargaining agreement, 
NHL players had a por¬ 
tion of their salaries 
deducted throughout the 
season and placed into an 
escrow account.

The first time real-estate 
agent and part-time goahe 
Greg Partchenko walked into 
a dressing room filled with 
NHLers, you could hear a puck 
drop.

Being the centre of our part 
of the universe, the sun has 
always maintained a pretty 
big ego. But we must let that 
slide, because it’s always 
been quite generous about 
sharing its energy. 

Flora and fauna have long 
ago figured out how to dir¬ 
ectly use the sun’s energy. 
Cars, not so much. Solar- 
powered cars are coming, 
but they’re still science ex¬ 
periments. 

There has always been 
the indirect way — grabbing 
solar-generated electricity to 


throw on the grid, and then 
letting electric cars draw 
power from that grid. 

It’s a strategy that is gain¬ 
ing more and more traction 
these days, due to clean 
energy issues and the subse¬ 
quent and rising popularity 
of the modern electrical- 
driven automobile. 

A big case in point is the 
structure that suddenly ap¬ 
peared last week on the 
premises of Baka Communi¬ 
cations. The Toronto-firm is 
billing it as the largest solar 
charging station in Canada 
that is not run by a govern¬ 
ment or utility-company en¬ 
tity. It’s also among the lar¬ 
gest in North America. 

“We also have the largest 
private fleet of Chevrolet 
Volts in Canada,” says Baka’s 
president, John Marion. At 
the station’s ribbon-cutting 
ceremony on Oct. 23, eight 
of the Volts were simultan¬ 


eously charged, showing 
off the eight available char¬ 
ging stations, positioned 
under the carport’s massive 
20-kilowatt solar-panel roof. 

Marion initiated the pro¬ 
ject after installing some 
solar panels at his house. It 
got him thinking about what 
he could do in the same 
green vein at the office. 

“Next year, we’re sched¬ 
uled to do our rooftop pro¬ 
ject, an 80-kilowatt system,” 
adds Marion. “When you 
combine them, they’ll be 
able to provide 50 per cent 
of our total electrical needs 
at this location, including 
the full charging of all nine 
cars for 20-kilowatt-per-year 
driving.” 

The electric fleet and the 
two big solar panels will set 
the company back about 
$1 million dollars. Marion 
obviously feels the invest¬ 
ment is justified. 


“At the end of the day, 
I want to promote green 
... When we’re bidding for 
work, clients want to know 
how green you are. We do 
a lot of green things, like 
recycling and conservation. 
Those are the norms. But no¬ 
body can come close to what 
we’re doing. At the same 
time, it’s got to be in you. 
It’s in me.” 

It’s in Marion so much 
he wants to make Baka an 
“evangelist for the environ¬ 
mental movement.” In this 
regard, Baka is blessed by 
its location adjacent to the 
much-travelled 427 Highway 
— about 275,000 vehicles a 
day will pass by the firm’s 
electric carport. 

“We hope a lot of people 
will see it, to ultimately cre¬ 
ate discussion and aware¬ 
ness that solar powered 
charging stations are ac¬ 
tually here. We also hope 


that Saas’ phone rings off 
the hook, because we should 
have more of these.” 

The Saas in question is 
Saas Perez of Renewz Sus¬ 
tainable Solutions, which 
built and created Baka’s sys¬ 
tem. Perez says the station is 
the first in North America to 
be based on a combination 
of Italian structural tech¬ 
nology and North American 
electrical technology. 

The company will be 
introducing a home version 
in 2013. Also unique will be 
the ability to reserve a char¬ 
ging station via a mobile de¬ 
vice, but only when Baka is 
ready to give public access 
to these charging stations. 

How will Baka charge 
public users for charging? 
Marion said they wouldn’t 
have to pay. Why no pay¬ 
ment I can’t help but ask... 

“Because it’s free,” says 
Marion, pointing to the sky.

School safety needs to 
be everyone’s concern

Children go to school to learn, 
but sometimes their parents 
could use some lessons as well. 

According to a recent 
survey, some 80 per cent 
of parents have witnessed 
drivers breaking the law in 
school zones, including speed¬ 
ing, texting while driving, not 
stopping at crosswalks, or not 
stopping for crossing guards. 

“People have the best in¬ 
tentions and they want to do 
what’s best for the children, 
but they have busy lives and 
they get distracted,” says 
Gail Robertson, road safety 


ambassador for Insurance- 
Hunter, ca. 

“It’s a matter of getting 
people to stop and think 
about their irresponsible be¬ 
haviour behind the wheel.” 

The survey, which 
was conducted in 
Ontario and Alberta, uncov¬ 
ered more disturbing statis¬ 
tics. 

Some 29 per cent of par¬ 
ents were afraid their chil¬ 
dren would be hurt being 
picked up or dropped off, 
and 21 per cent said they had 
to stop or swerve to avoid 
hitting a student who was 
walking on or near school 
property. 

While driving behaviour 
is a major issue, Robertson 
says that schools need to play 
a part in safety as well. 

“One-quarter of people 
indicated that their school 
doesn’t have a designated 
drop-off or pickup zone,” she 
says. “The next step will be 
for parents to talk to their

schools and open that dia¬ 
logue, or to the school board.” 

Of those parents 
surveyed, 43 per cent said 
that the drop-off zones at 
their children’s schools were 
overcrowded, and only 34 per 
cent described the zones as 
safe. 

Robertson also suggests 
that, when possible, it may 
be safest for children to walk 
to school. Almost half of the 
children in the survey who 
are driven to school live less 
than one kilometre away. Car¬ 
pooling, if possible, can also

help to reduce the number of 
vehicles at the school. 

“The idea is to have as few 
cars as possible at the school,” 
Robertson says. 

“We’re realistic that there 
will never be no cars, but if 
you’re going to drive, make 
sure you obey traffic laws and 
don’t put your children in a 
tough spot where there’s a 
corner or a red light and you 
say, ‘Jump out now.’ 

“You have to focus on 
the task on hand, which is 
getting your child safely to 
school.”
